Tamsen Meserve married Joseph Ham of 
Dover in 1704 and lived a typical conformist 
life until her husband's death in 1723. Two 
years later she married a widower, John Tibbitts 
and led a normal life until 1731, when William 
Byrn, a painter, came to Dover from Rochester. 

Dover folks began to think highly of Mr, 
Byrn *nd they implored him to "keep school" 
to "learn their children to write". William 
accepted their offer and bewame a boarder at 
the Tibbitts home. Tamsen being a bright yourg 
woman with ambition, soon discovered that Byrn 
could do a mighty nice flower drawing and could 
pen beautiful script. Believing that such 
tajent should not feo to waste she brought some 
current colonial notes to Byrn and prevailed 
upon him to copy them. 

News of Byrn's skill reached the ears of 
John McVicker and Samuel Styles and soon a 
partnership was formed. McVicker and Byrn 
gave Mr. Styles seme documents in which 
they promised to give Styles one fifth of all 
the money he could pass, and pay his expenses; 
also swearin "by the living God" to betray him 
neither by signs or word of mouth. 

Meantime, Tamsen passed off a 30 shilling 
New Hampshire note to Sarah Pitney. Styles 
passed a 3 pound, 10 shilling note to Hannah 
Bradford of Portsmouth, and another to Sarah 
Croftwwatt. Styles came under suspicion and 
was arrested and searched. His pockets had 
nine more of the counterfeit notes and the 
documents signed by Byrn and McVicker. The 
three partners were soon in jail and Tibbetts 
followed. 

Styles and Byrn were sentenced to each pay 
a fine of 14 pounds, stand one hourin the pill- 
ory at Exeter, have one ear lopped off, and 
spend one year in jqil. The court didn'T ha-e 
time for the others so McVicker was returned 
to jail and the Tibbetts were released on 
500 pounds recognizance. 

Byrn finally confessed the whole matter 
and the Tibbetts were charged with counterfeit- 
ing and passing but the king's attorney couldn't 
get a grand jury to indict them. MeVickers was 
fined 7 pounds, bad one ear cropped, and spent 
a year in prison. New bampshire's only female 
counterfeiter came out smelling like a rose I

lair in& ch County Bank $3.00 note dated 1842 shown in last Nonagon, except for the name of 
bank and town. Probably a Perkins Patent Steel plate was used for these with removable 
slugs for name of bank and town* Neither bank went broke so no object to counterfeit.
